predecessors. Over eighty teachers were 
present on Thursday, and on Friday the 
specious room of the public school was 
uncomfortatly crowded by pedagugues 
and visitors, considerably more than one 
hundred being in attendance. After wel- 
coming tiie visiung teachers, and briefly 


that of attendances, 


the character of the work to be taken up 
while it was in session, Inspector Rose 
read a paper on the ‘Teaching of Gram- 
mar. The subject, he maintained, could 
only be educationally valuable in propor- 
tion as it was taught by rational methods, 
The use ofa text book was to be most 
strongly deprecated, as the generalizations 
of the subject should be reached induc- 
tively by the pupils—the teaciers supply- 
ing the material and the pupils tne class- 
ification. The sentence, asthe unit of 
thought, should be studied first, the 
schvlar proceeding logically from whole 
to part. 

Messrs. McLean, W. A. McIntyre, G. 
Wilson and Findlay followed the paper 
with an interesting discussion, agreeing 
with mearly all the points in Mr. Rose's 
address, and emphasizing the importance 
of the inductive study of the subject 
Mr. Findlay strongly condemned the 
text book authorized for use in the prov- 
ince. 

On reassembling at 2 Mr. W. S. Me. 
Lean, of the Provincial Normal school, 
was called on for his paper on **Penman- 
ship.” Hestated that no subject on the 
programme received less attention, and 
but few were deserving of as much. For 
one complaint received onan other syb- 
ject there were a Cozen on writing. The 
penmanship taught in our schools was 
not of acharacter to fit pupils for busi- 
ess correspondence. .\ remedy had been 
suggested in vertical writing.

Mr. W.A. McIntyre and H.S. MeLean 
agreed with much advaneed by Mr. Wil- 
son, which was not so great an innovation 
asinany supposed. Muchof the work 
outlined was being actually carried on at 
presen’ onder the name of Nature Study. 
Mr. Me.ntyre pointed out that there was 
an essential difference between the plan 
outhned in the paper and that for which 
many Were at present agitating. Mr. J. 
D. Huns gave many hints and = sug 
gestions as to many points concerning 
which improvements might be made in 
the social and economical eonditions of 
the farmers of the province. Mr. J. 
Riddington took issue with the position 
laid down by the essayist, maintaining 
that the sphere ef the common school 
was not to prepare the pupils for any 
special business. The work of preparing 
pupils for farmers should be dene, he 
maintained, not in the common schoo! 
but in the agricultural college 

At 1.50 p.m. the Institute gathered to 
hear Mr. McLeau’s paper on ‘*Arithme- 
tic.” The speaker first emphasized the 
cultural value of the subject. It culti- 
vates precision and concentration of 
thought, self-reliance and clearness of 
expression, The chief defect im the 
teaching of the pres-nt time lies in the 
want of thoroughness of the mechanical 
work. More importance shoud also be 
attached to the necessity for deveioping 
the fundamental ideas in arithmetic by 
appealiny tothe various senses of the 
child. Mr. McLean insisted on the har- 
mony of the various parts of the subject 
being carefully attended to in its tuition, 


and concluded a lengthy and exhaustive 


paper by describing a method of teaching 
primary arithmetic which uses each num- 
ber, when well understuod, 2s a umit in 
future work.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES, 

Housekeepers who do not have ecales 
handy often desire some means of ac- 
curately determining the weights of dif- 
ferent materials to be used in the kit- 
chen. It is useful for them to know, there- 
fore, that one quart of wheat flour, even 
with the edge of the cup, is almost ex- 
actly one pound; that a quart of butter 
is 14 ounces; & quart of white sugar is 
2 pounds; that ten medium eggs weigh 
a pound. A heaped tablespoontul of salt 
weighs an ounce. Eight tablespoonfuis 
of any liquid make a gill, four table- 
spoonfuls make 4 wineglass, aud sixteen 
spoonfuls make a tumblerful. The ordin- 
ary tumbler holds generally half a piut.

CROPS AND LIVE STOCK. 


Text of the Ontario Departmental Bulletin 
of the Present Month. 


Following {se @ bulletin sent out by the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture, from 
information sent in by correspondents under 


date of April 16th: 

Fall Wheat—This crop had entered 8 
most crucial period as correspondents wrote. 
and much unoertsinty existed regarding its 
future prospects. Early in March fine bright 
weather prevailed, and the protecting cov- 
ering of snow disappeared, revealing the 
fields of wheat in s promising condition 
in most quarters. The latter part of March 
and the early portion of April, however, 
was @ season of alternate freezing snd 
thawing, and the oold nights and warm days 
not only resulted in much “ heaving,” but 
also browned the tender blades and left ail 
but well-drained fields with an appearance 
anything but satisfactory. The situation 
at the time correspondents wrote was ss 
follows: Fall wheat has been seriously set 
back by spring froste and sbsence of warm 
rains. Should snother week or two of un- 
propitious weather prevail much of the crep 
Will have to be plowed up or resown; but 
as the roots are vigorous timely showers 
and genial weather may carry the fields 
forward toward afi average yield. Where 
the fields entered the winter with a good 
top they are still vigorous end verdant, 
and those who practice under-draining re- 
joice in an encouraging outlook. The great 
fall wheat counties along Lake Erie send 
rather discouraging reports, and in the 
eastern portion of the province, where the 
acreage is small, the prospects are equally 
poor for a good crop. In the Lake Huron 
group the county of Huron gives @ cheer- 
ful report, while Lambton snd Bruce are 
rather the reverse. The Georgian Bay coun- 
ties’ reports are equal in tone, and on the 
whole the chances are hardly as good as 
usual. In the West Midland group favor- 
able reports prevail over those of a less 
encouraging character, and the same may be 
said of the Lake Ontario counties. So far 
there has been an almost complete exemp- 
tion from injury by worms or Insects. 

Rye—What little of this crop is grown 
came through the winter in fair condition, 
although injured in places by ice. The 
srea of winter rye is inoonsiderable, taking 
the province over, but here and there in 
the oentral and eastern counties some stout 
advocates of this crop are to be found. 

Clover—The reports ooncerning this crop 
are not favorable. A few oorrespondents 
speak of good fields and enoouraging pros- 
pects on high and well-drained lands, but 
east and west there has been a good deal of 
“heaving,” more particularly during the 
spring. and « liberal application of the lend 
roller will not fully remedy matters. Old 
meadows have suffered most in this res- 
pect. and the newer fields are rather patchy 
and thin owing to the drouth which pre- 
vailed last autunn. A few correspondents 
allude to the injurious effects still trace- 
able from the visitation of grasshoppers 
last summer. At present the chances sp- 
pear to be rather against a good yield of 
hay and clover this year, although timely 
rains may make up for past drawbacks. 

Vegetation—Up to the time reports were 
sent in there had been but little sctual 
growth in field and forest. In fact, at the 
close of the second week of April vegeta- 
tion appeared to be but little ahead of what 
it was two or three weeks earlier. A good 
spring rain was boped for by correspond- 
ents as something that would start growth 
and bring the season well forward. 

Live Stook—Tseken altogether the reports 
oonoerning the condition of live stock may 
be considered satisfactory. Horses do not 
appear to have been as well cared for as in 
former years, owing to low prices, yet, 
though rather on the thin side as a class, 
they have oome through the winter with 
but little sickness, barring an oocasional 
attack of distemper. Horned oattie as 
rule are healthy, though lean; reports of 
disease were very scattering. Tuberculosis 
was referred to by some correspondents, 
but the oases alluded to were not regarded 
as serious. Sheep sre in particularly good 
trim and lambing fe proceeding most satis- 
factorily, save that a few oorrespondents 
oomplein of an unusually large proportion 
of singles being drop) Swine are also 
in generally good condition. Some form of 
distemper is here and there reported, and 
a disease “resembling rheumatism” has 
shown iteelf in a few places, while in the 
neighborhood of Dereham township hog 
cholera broke out recently and carried off 
200 hogs; but notwithstanding these looal 
and oocasiona! oourrenoces the swine indus- 
try has seldom presented a more favorable 
bill of health. There was plenty of fodder 
with which to oarry swine through the win- 
ter, taking the province all over. 

Farm Supplies—There is not much unsn- 
imity of opinion regarding the quantity of 
hay, grain or fat and store cattle on band. 
In the three western districts of the pro- 
vinoe the bulk of correspondents report 
surplus of hay and wheat, and in some 
counties there sre more oate than are 
needed for feeding and seeding. In the 
Leake Ontario oounties there is but little 
hay to spere, and in the eastern and nor- 
thern hay, wheat and oate are in store in 
only moderate quantities. A great deal of 
hay was pressed and expor during the 
fell and winter, and large quantities of 
wheat were fed to live stook, more espe- 
clally to swine. Fat cattle are hardly - 
plentiful as usual and buyers appear to 
shy in most quarters, as several oorres- 
pondents state that fewer beeves than usual 
have been sold for May shipment. Store 
cattle are plentiful with eome farmere and 
scarce with their neighbors; in fact the 
cattle industry appears to be in a most un- 
settled condition, exoept In the case of 
fresh oows, which are in better demand than 
ever for the dairy.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT 


Mr. Mulock introduced a Bill to pro- 
vide for the examination of w tnesees 
on oath by committees of the - Senate 
and House of Commons. 

Mr. Sproule introduced a Bill further 
to amend the Act, chapter 107, R. 8. 
C., entitled an Act respecting the 
adelteration of food, drugs and agricul- 
tural fertilisers. The object was to pre- 
vent the adulteration of honey, now ex- 
tensively practised, and to provide for 
the punishment of persons who sold as 
honey, or exposed for eale as honey, 
manufactures of sugar, glucose or mo- 
lasses. The Bill had been urgently 
asked for by the Bee-keepers’ Association 
for several years, and had been drawn 
up by the association. 

Mr. McMullen, in moving for the paper 
which had passed between the igh 
Commissioner and the Government re 
the cattle embargo, said that the sched- 
uling of Canadian cattle and the com- 
bination in ocean rates had been serious 
blows to the cattle trade. He contended 
that the Government should take steps 
to prevent speculation in ocean cattle 
rates at Montreal. 

Mr. Casey said the Canadian Govern- 
ment were not alone in agitating to 
have the embargo removed. They were 
supported by the Scotch farmers and 
Scotch experts on cattle diseases. It 
would be infinitely more useful to Can- 
ada to have the embargo removed than 
to have the French treaty ratified or the 
Behring Sea problem settled. The Can- 
adian High Commissioner evidently had 
not done his duty in the matter. It was 
known that pleuro-pneumonia did not 
exist in Canada. 

Mr. Sproule said the trade was very 
important to the country. Cattlemen 
were in the unfortunate position of not 
knowing what to offer raisers, on ac- 
count of the inability of ascertaining 
ocean rates. He thought the Govern- 
ment would be justified in enforcing 
some arbitrary measure compelling the 
ocean vessels to quote rates, and to pre- 
vent ocean or railroad men interfering 
with the trade by imposing exorbitant 
rates. - 

Mr. Featherston believed a very pro- 
fitable trade could be built up in dead 
meats, and that the Government should 
encourage it. The country could afford 
to bonus such a company for five years. 

Mr. McMillan (Huron) was convinced 
that the Government could not do bet- 
ter than adopt the suggestion made by 
Mr. Featherston. The Government 
should also take steps to treat cattle 
for tuberculosis. 

Mr. Daly said that when the papers 
were brought down it would be shown 
that the Governmeant had exhibited all 
possible seal. He waa satisfied that the 
pleuro-pneumonia had never existed in 
the west. So far as tuberculosis was 
concerned, the Department of Agricul- 
ture was satisfied that the interests of 
the cattle dealers had been safeguarded. 

Mr. Mulock said it was amazing if 
full investigation had been made and 
the public did not know it. He was 
afraid the Minister had slightly over- 
stated the case. 

Mr. Mulock introduced a Bill to fix the 
salary of the Governor-General. Under 
section 105 of the British North Amer- 
ica Act of 1867, the salary of the Gov- 
ernor-General was fixed at £10,000 
sterling per annum. The time was long 
gone by when Parliament should have 
inquired whether the expenditure was 
not vastly exceeded. From official sta- 
tistics he stated that from Confederation 
to June 30th, 1892, there had been paid 
in ealary to the Governor-General, as 
provided by the Act, $1,216,666. There 
had also been paid in the same period in 
travelling expenses, $145,903; salaries of 
secretaries, $270,315; contingencies of 
the secretary's office, $217,426; rent, 
$7,854; purchase of domain, $82,000 ; 
additions, alteration, etc., $547,143; 
furniture, $118,853 ; garden and grounds, 
$94,349 ; fuel, $161,371, or a total in 
all of $2,861,917. This was an an- 
nual expenditure of $114,76, or some 
$65,000 a year in excess of the salary 
named in the Act and attached to the 
office at its creation in 1867. He con- 
tended that the expense had grown to 
an unreasonable amount, and his Bill 
proposed a substantial reduction all 
along the line. 

Mr. Ouimet, in answer to Mr. Davin, 
eaid it was not the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to establish a buffalo breeding 
ranch at Fort Smith, on the Great Slave 
river, or Fort Vermilion, on the Peace 
river, but a bill would be introduced con- 
taining a provision Yor the protection of 
buffalo and other fur-bearing animale in 
the Northwest. The bill would legis- 
late to prevent the killing of buffalo for 
five years. 

Sir Richard Cartwright asked whether 
the Government had received any com- 
munication from the British Government 
with respect to Canadian cattle. 

Mr. Foster said Mr. Gardner had under- 
taken to have the lungs of Canadian cat- 
tle examined for an experiment, and 
when he was convinced by the examina- 
tion and from the reports upon them by 
his officers that the cattle were healthy, 
he would then make known his final de- 
cision. If these specimens were healthy 
the echedule would be raised. 

Mr. Ives, in answer to Mr. Davin, said 
the Government had issued 170 medals 
to the officers and men of the Northwest 
mounted police force ander the provisions 
of an order-in-Council authorizing the 
giving of medale to such members of the 
force as had been actually under fire. 
The Government had no ‘intention of is- 
suing medals or scrip to other members 
of the force. 

Mr. Foster, in answer to Mr. Smith 
(Ontario), said the Minister of Agricul- 
ture last year cabled to Sir Charles Tup- 
per to obtain permission to have Cana- 
dian representatives present at the exam- 
ination of the lungs of the Canadian 
animale slaughtered at the port of de- 
barkation in Great Britain, and wae in- 
formed in reply that the Board of Ag- 
riculture declined to consent to the car- 
rying out of such An arrangement. 

The House went into Committee of 
Ways and Means for the consideration 
of the tariff in detail. 

Mr. Mulock objected to the duty of 30 
per cent. on lamp chimneys. 

Mr. Fraser said the trade was con- 
trolled by a combine which had closed 
factories. He held stock in a factory 
which had been closed down by the 
combine. 

Sir Richard Cartwright aaid he under- 
stood that the Government had prom- 
jesed in such cases to reduce the duties. 
Here was a distinct evidence of the op- 
erations of a combine. 

Mr. Weldon said that lamps and lamp 
chimneys should be reduc from the 
80 to 20 per cent. list. Nine-tenths of 
theee articles were used by the poor. 
The trade was controlled by a com- 
bine. 

The item wae carried. 

Sir Richard Cartwright eaid that eye- 
glasses and spectacles were as necessary 
as wooden legs to some persons. Thirty 
per cent. wae & high tax. 

Mr. Foster—This catches the elegant 
rims that my hoa. friend wears. 

Mr. Foster moved to rearrange the 
duties on marble as follows: In blocks 
from the quarry, free; sawn on not 
more than two sides. 20 per cent. 

Mr. Mulock objected to the duty of

the Government that shoes were 
required in every walk of life. That 
should secure a reduction of the daty. 

Mr. Foster—Five per cent. extra. 

Mr. Martin eaid the duty was exces- 
sive. Every person in Manitoba and 
the Northwest was compelled to wear 
one or two pairs of rubbers a year. The 
winter was very long, and last year the 
duty on these articies had amounted to 
$10,000. f 

The House adjourned at 9.45 p.m. 


The Sheep in Law and Literature. 


Of making many books about wool 
there is no end, and the latest contribu- 
tion to the literature of wool isa com- 
prehensive volume from the Statistical 
Bureau of the Treasury Department, in 
which Mr. Ford has brought the report 
of the same bureau made in 1883S down 
to date and added much information 
about the wool snd woollen commerce 
and industries of foreign nations. 


When John Randolph, of Roanoke, de- 
clared that he would go a mile out of 
his way to kick a sheep he was express- 
ing his hostility to statutes relating to 
sheep rather than the animal which in 
all ages has been the very type of gen- 
tleness and harmlessness. No other ani- 
mal has been the subject of half so much 
Jegislation. Nothing could be more fit- 
ting than the English justice should 
have been dispensed from a wool sack, 
and to this day the skin of the sheep 
should be the only proper covering for 
legal literature. There are those who 
have had experience of the law, and who 
believe the fable of the wolf in sheep's 
clothing to be an allegory based upon & 
large induction from litigation. 

But neither the wolf nor the stronger 
beasts of more Southern latitudes ever 
ravaged populous communities as the 
gentle sheep has. The destruction of cot- 
tages, and the expulsion of the peasants, 
often from the kingdom as well as from 
the country, in order to make sheep pas- 
tures constitutes one of the most con- 
spicuous and most painful chapters of 
English history, the last lines of which 
were written within this century. The 
breeder of the sheep and the weaver of 
the wool struggled with each other for 
the control of the legislator, and 
the weaver had got the upper head when 
it was made a felony in England to 
export a sheep, and wool in the neigh- 
borhood of the coast was watched as 
closely as spirits are now by. our inter- 
nal revenue officers, It was much that 
the importation of woollen cloth should 
be prohibited ; but the weaver demanded 
more ; he demanded the right hand of the 
man’ who exported wool once and his 
head if he repeated his offence. The dead 
had to be buried in woollen shrouds in 
order to increase the consumption of 
wool, The Weavers’ Company of London 
a hundred and fifty years ago reminded 
the public by advertisements that the 
penalty for possessing apparel or furni- 
ture of East India silk or chintz was 
£200 and forfeitere, and £5 a day for 
wearing gowns of these imported fabrics, 
and £20 for having or eelling India 
printed calicoes, and offered to compel 
dealers to refund to customers all mon- 
eys received for unlawful merchandise, 
The same enlightened and beneficent 
British Government, also in the interest 
of the same British woollen trade, en- 
deavored to restrict the raising of sheep 
and the manufacture of woollens in the 
American colonies, In our own statutes 
the sheep has been almost as conspicu- 
ous as in those of England, and in our 
political arena the sheep has made & 
more fearful noise than the beaste of 
Epbesus made when they were about to 
be fed on Christian martyrs. 

The devotees of the Vlympian gods 
wove fillete of wool; the first great 
voyage of discovery, was made in search 
of a golden fleece; the fleece, wet with 
dew when the ground was dry and dry 
when the ground was wet, satisfied the 
Hebrew prophet of the authenticity of 
his commission, The sheep is indeed an 
historic animal, end its wool is 
woven into our speech, The mature 
animal is the type of the loyal follower of 
his natural leader, and the immature 
animal is the type of peace and inno- 
cence. The man who is deceived bas the 
wool pulled over his eyes; the man whose 
opinions ere unchangeable is dyed in the 
wool; the man who is all he pretends 
to be is all wool and a yard wide; if 
he be deficient in sagacity he is a mut- 
ton-bead, and if he flees from danger 
he is a perfect sheep. If, in France, he 
resumes his main line of discourse after 
a discussion he réturus to his sheep. In 
infancy he delights in the song of Lit- 
tle Bo-Peep, Who Lost His Sheep; and 
in manbood he becomes involved in no 
political discussion without regretting 
that they ever returned. At the most 
interesting crisis of hie life wool has 
contributed to his happiness. A York- 
shire lass received an offer of marriage 
by letter. Her education had been so 
neglected that she had to have it read to 
her, but she answered if herself. She 
bad learned to mAke an “I,” and after 
this she fastened upon a Piece of paper 
a bit of wool; the local pronounciation 
of “will” made ber meaning clearer 
than it might have been outside of York- 
ebire. 

Yet the conelusion of Mr. Ford is that 
all the solicitude governments have ex- 
pended upon the sheep has had little or 
no effect upon that animal’s industrial 
rise and progress. “It has eurtivei,” 
he says, “the restrictions and probi- 
bitions of the Mother Country in Col- 
onial times, the penalties and discour- 
agements of hostile and interested leg- 
ielation, as well ae the progressive set-- 
tlement of the country. It has follow- 
ed economic law in spite of restrictions, 
bounties and financial error, and is to- 
day still pursuing its natural course re- 
gardiess of the complaints of low prices, 
destructive foreign competition, and un- 
profitable returns.’—New York Com- 
mercial Bulletin.

The 
brother and sister defended themselves 
from behind a rock until they had fired 
all their cartridges but two. The sister 
then threw herself into the arms of her 
brother, and begved him to shoot her 
with one of the cartridges, «o that she 
might not fali into the handa of the 
Kurds, nor see the death of her brother, 
and that with the second he should de- 
liver himeelf also from the hands of the 
Kurde. This was done. The sister was 
killed, but the brother was taken half 
dead and delivered to the Turkish aa- 
thorities, and is now in prison.

It is thought by 
Mr. Van Dyke that the birds pick up 
these opals in the bad lands in the 
vicinity of Red Lodge and the birds use 
the precious stones for ballast. The 
opals found in the crop of the mountain 
grouse are of fine character and of 
variegated colors.—Red Lodge New Idea.

The difficulty between the members of 
the Montreal Carpenters’ and Joiners’ 
Brotherhood and the bosses, which 
threatened to culminate in a strike, has 
been practically settled. A new ecale 
of prices, twenty cents an hour, nine 
hours to constitute a day’s work, has 
been agreed to, and will take effect on 
May Ist, when it is expected that 
shops will be in line. 

The confession of Francesco Polti, the 

Italian Anarchist, which led to the ar- 
rest of Farrara, the “No. 1” of the 
Anarchists of London, has frustrated the 
murderous designs of the Anarchists 
against the detectives of this city who 
have been working up the cases against 
the Anarchist leaders. The latter are 
panic-stricken ; six of them are known 
to have fled to the Continent, and two 
others booked passages from Liverpool 
yesterday for the United States. 
_ The Postal Savings Bank system, which 
is already the most popular form of in- 
vestment in England, was last week 
brought to still higher perfection. All 
accounts are kept in the central office 
in London, and withdrawals are possible 
only after sending notice there. The 
new arrangement for telegraphic drafte 
18 DoW 80 perfect that depositors in the 
neighborhood of London can collect their 
money at the branch post-offices within 
40 minutes, or in the most distant parte 
of the kingdom within an hour of mak- 
ing the demand. The new facilities are 
already leading to a great increase in 
the amount of deposits. 

America has been wonderstricken by 
the great varicty of performances of 
huinan ostriches, but the palm must be 
Kiven to a Londoner, who died this week, 
a martyr to his profession, An autopsy 
brought to light a bullet, twenty to 
thirty pieces of cork, twenty pieces of 
tin foil, a piece of string eighteen inches 
long with corks tied to each end and a 
piece of leather nine inches long with 
hooks in it. One hook and a piece of 
tin foil had perforated the intestines and 
caueed death, The man had been accus- 
tomed to swallow chains, sovereign 
purses. coins, pipe stems, newspapers, etc, 
The jurors’ verdict was death from mis- 
adventure. 

The movement in Glasgow which 
started a few weeks avo with the refusal 
to allow a public exhibition of certain 
pictures has been in no way checked by 
the storm of ridicule with which it was 
firet received. It is now ‘being urged 
that a good many improper plays are 
performed at the local theatres in the 
course of every year, and the time has 
arrived to establish some kind of a cen- 
sorship. These representations having 
met with little popular favor, an attack 
has been made on the running of street 
cars on Sundays. The City Council was 
called upon to put a stop to this “ dese- 
cration of the Sabbath,” but it declined 
to interfere, and public indignation meet- 
ings are now being held.

NATURE'S LOVE-MAKING. 


Birds and Insects Must do Their Prettiest 
When Courting. 


The wooing of birds is most refined 
and graceful. Love tunes their respec- 
tive pipes, says the Boston Globe, and 
they seek to captivate their mates by 
their sweetest notes and most varied 
warblings. 

The wood pigeon 
love by a series of aerial evolutions 
and a curious flapping of his strong 
wing feathers, puffing his breast and 
tenderly cooing. 

At mating time the plumage of male 
birds is more handsome than at any 
other period—indeed, Bome ‘birds assume 
different colors in the spring. 

Yellow-hammers charm their mates 
by displaying their tail feathers in the 
form of a fan; starlings chatter in the 
sunshine to show the metallic beauty 
of their breast feathers, and swallows 
circle and double in graceful flight be- 
fore their lady loves. 

Bright shells, flowers, feathers and 
fraeses are laid by the bower bird at 
the entrance of his partner’s retreat, 
and tiny humming birds woo most as- 
siduously, showing off their lovely hues 
and engaging in fierce combat with 
& possible rival, even bringing nectar 
from choice flowers for the delectation 
of their fairy brides.

Hen birds exhibit all the vagaries 
of their sex, and pretend to be indif- 
ferent to the exertions of their ad- 


mirere. 

Frogs have an original way of love- 
making, and as soon as evening shades 
fall commence to croak loudly to their 
mates, sometimes great numbers of them 
combining in one unmusical chorus. 

Courting among insects is often a very 
elaborate affair. A mate spider will ap- 
proach a female and amuse her for 
some time with his antics. It is said 
that he twirls around and = around, 
crosses his lege, erects his body and exe- 
cutes a sort of mazy dance to excite her 
admiration. 

She is a very vicious lady, and not 
alwaye pleased with his lovemaking; 
Rometimes he finds himself obliged to 
ward her off, for she has a painfn) mode 
of showing her displeasure, and if she 
entirely disapproves of his attentions 
will fall upon him and rend him to 
pieces. 

One species of epider is said to have 
& novel way of making love, the sexes 
communicating by means of strands of 
web stretching from one retreat to 
another—a sort of telephone, so to 


Glow-worme, according to some natur- 
alists, use their luminaries as love-sig- 
nals. The females of one species seat 
themselves among the grass, while the 
males, attracted by the light, dance at- 
tendance around them. 

Concerning fishes, the sticklebacks oc- 
casionally resort to harsh treatment, at- 
tacking the females with open mouths 
and erected spines. As husbands their 
dehavior ie certainly eccentric, for after 
the female haa deposited her eggs within 
the nest that he has prepared for her 
her lord and master drives her away 
and proceeds to hatch them himself.

ONTARIO LEGISLAT URE. 


— following bills were read a third 
ime : 

Mr. Gibson moved his bill to secure 
the prompt nt of persons guilty 
of personation at elections of the Legis- 
lative Assembly back to Committee of 
the Whole, in order to insertan amend- 
ment that the following be added to the 
12th section of the bill (section 186 of the 
Ontario Election Act of 1892): “ And 
in addition to the penalty of $200, shall 
be liable to imprisonment for any period 
not less than six days or more than six 
months,”’ 

The amendment carried. 

Sir Oliver Mowat moved his bill re- 
specting the call of solicitors to the bar 
back to Committee of the Whole, for the 
insertion of an amendment which would 
provide equal facilities for barristers to 
become attorneys, He said he had re- 
ceived many letters requesting that this 
be done. 

These bills were also read a third 
time : 

_ To amend the General Road Compan- 
ies Act—Mr, Wood (Brant.) 

To incorporate the Hamilton Radial 
Electric Railway Company—Mr. Awrey. 

Mr. Barr (Dufferin), moved for a de- 


tailed statement, for the years 1890 and 


1891, of the fees and emoluments of the 
registrar of deeds for the County of Duf- 


ferin in connection with his office, with 
the dates and amounts of rebates for 


each year paid to the county. 

Mr. White moved an amendment strik- 
ing out all the words after the word 
“that,” and substituting therefor “ it 
is essential to a non-partisan man- 
agement of the educational affairs of 
the Province that the department should 
not be under the control of a political 
head, and that the office of Minister of 
Education should be abolished. He 
said that the principle of managing 
schools by a political head was a most 
mischievous one. The interests of the 
Province and of education demanded 
that the management of the schools be 
placed in the hands of a non-partisan 
director. Up to 1841 that principle had 
been adopted, but in that year a super- 
intendent of schools was first appointed, 


appointed to manage the affairs of the 
Education Department. Although com- 
plainte might have been made, he be- 
lieved that school affairs had been 
better managed in Dr. Ryerson’s time 
than at any period since. 


Sir Oliver Mowat replied that it had 


been found impossible to separate the 
Ministers or Superintendents of Educa- 
tion from the arena of active politica,

BETWEEN-MEAL SNACKS. 


Here’s a Chapter for Mothers 
With Growing Children.

Hygienic teachers may inveigh against 
the custom of eating between meals, but 
the custom continues, As long as chil- 
dren are not born with improved dietary 
notions they will clamor for something 
to eat at all sorts of impossible times, 
and the best their long-suffering mothers 


can do is to make that something as 
digestible as possible. 
CREAM SCONES. 

One of the very nicest of small “ eat- 
ables” for such purposes are cream 
scones, They are easily and quickly 
made, A small jugful of sour or clotted 
cream requires a little carbonate of 
soda stirred into it, then to be mixed 
sufficient flour to make a soft dough. 
A pinch of salt should be put with the 
flour, Roll out lightly to the thickness 
of an inch, cut into small triangles, lay 
on & greased baking sheet and bake in 
4 brisk oven for ten minutes; let them 
then be eplit open and buttered, if re- 
quired, at once, or they may be kept to 
the second day. Being 6o light and not 
sweet, these are universal favorites. 

CRULLERS. 

“Crullers”’ are convenient for keeping 
“on hand,” Beat together a quarter of 
& pound of butter and the same quantity 
of powdered sugar, next add four well- 
whisked eggs, the juice of half a lemon, 
and half a teaspoonful of soda, dis- 
solved in water, and flour enough to 
roll out stiff. Roll into a thin sheet, 
stamp out into fancy shapes and drop 
each one into a quantity of boiling 
lard. Have all cut out before beginning 
to fry any. They should puff out con- 
siderably, and when of a fine yellow and 
firm, they are done, Drain on blotting 
paper, and when quite cold, pack in a 
Close tin, 

GINGERBREAD LOAF. 

A “gingerbread loaf” is another ex- 
cellent thing to keep ready for these 
occasional requirements, <A quarter of 
a pound of butter slightly melted, a 
small teacupful of syrup, a teaspoonful 
of powdered ginger and the same of 
mixed epice, a teaspoonful of carbonate 
of soda etirred into a cupful of sour or 
buttermilk, a pinch of salt, and flour 
enough to make a stiff batter. Beat 
well together and bake in a buttered 
cake tin for at least 30 minutes. A few 
stoned raisins or finely cut candied peel 
may be added to give variety. 

WHEATLETS AND SANDWICHES. 


When the oven has attained its great- 
est heat, while other cooking is in pro- 
gress,a supply of “wheatlets’ might be 
made, which, if eaten with syrup, but- 
ter, marmalade or jam, are both nour- 
ishing and highly agreeable. Make a 
pint of milk boiling hot, and stir into it 
e very emall lump of butter and pinch 
of salt ; then pour it on to enough wheat 
meal to make a soft dough. Flour a 
board well and roll out the dough to a 
quarter of an inch in thickness ; lay upon 
a hot buttered tin and bake a few min- 
utes only. Expedition and great heat 
are essential for these, otherwise, instead 
of being light as puffs, they will be flat 
and tough. 

Cucumber sandwiches, sandwiches filled 
with grated cheese, finely chopped spring 
onions or chopped water creas are very 
nourishing and dainty little ‘ enacks,”’ 

REFRESHING DRINKS, 

A drink which shall be both refresh- 
ing and strength-giving is very desira- 
ble for such times, The following is one: 
The yolk of an egg well beaten, a tea- 
spoonfal of powdered sugar, the juice of 
half a lemon and a tumblerful of seltzer 
water. 

Milk punch is an excellent restorative. 
Half a tumblerful of new milk, a table- 
spoonful of rum, brandy or eherry, a tea- 
spoonful of sugar and fill up with soda 
water. 


A FERRY BRIDGE. 
Semething New and Interesting] in the 
Science of Engineering. 

A bridge of somewhat novel type has 
been erected at Portugalete, on the Span- 
ish coast of the Bay of Biscay. Ac- 
cording to Le Genie Civil it is the joint 
invention of M. de Palacio, a Spanish 
architect, and a French engineer, M. 
Arnodin. The bridge ia for the purpose 
of spanning a large piece of water be- 
tween Portugalete and Las Arenas, The 
idea is to enable large masted vessels 
to pass unimpeded under the span, and 
yet to avoid any undesirable gradient. 

The structure consists of a long trellis 
girder resting upon iron piers, and fur- 
ther supported by a suspension chain 
fixed in the ordinary manner. Rails are 
laid upon the girder, upon which runs 
& frame on friction wheels. From this 
is slung by wire ropes a ferry car. The 
motive power may be applied in such 
way as ie thought desirable. In any 
case, with this description of bridge no 
roadway or flooring is needed. The epan 
at Portugalete is 530 feet, with a head- 
way of 128 feet. If an ordinary bridge 
had been built with the roadway at the 
same elevation, an approach half a mile 
jong with a gradient of 1 to 20 would 
have been required, A «mal! footpath on 
each side of the girder or platform 
allows of the passage of the workman 
charged with the duty of inspecting and 
lubricating the rolling apparatus. The 
working of the bridge has been com- 
menced successfully, and .with 150 persons 
in the car tramsit of over 500 feet is 
accomplished in one minute. The public 
appear to — appreciate the conven- 
ience and rapidity of the locomotion. 
When fully loaded the weight of the car 
is 40 tons, and it ie claimed that the 
principle could be applied to the con- 
vweyance of goods, r vehicles, or even 
railway trains.
